(h  Hovenber  23,  1963,  at  approximately  IOiOO  AH,  I waa  called  to  report 
for  duty.  I assisted  in  answering  the  telephones  and  again  during  the  even- 
ing  I became  extremely  ill  and  waa  taken  hone  by  Detectivea  Adamcik  and  Itoore* 

I did  not  return  to  duty  until  Monday,  November  25,  1963,  at  UtOO  Hi. 

I did  not  make  any  further  investigations  on  Mr.  Kennedy,  and  I did  not 
■ake  any  inveatigationa  on  Mr.  Oswald,  or  Mr.  Ruby.
